ONE  would  think,  that  by  this 
time  we  fhould  have  fomething 
complete  on  the  Diftempers  of  the 
Eyes  9  but  I  am  much  grieved  to 
fee,  that,  far  from  having  a  true 
knowledge,  we  have  not  fo  much 
as  a  corredt  Catalogue,  of  them.

Among  the  Oculifts,  their  names 
are  ftrangely  confounded  and  man¬ 
gled.  Neither  do  I  find  in  any 
Book  a  complete  number  of  them. 
I  have  heard  it  faid  by  fome,  that 
there  are  no  lefs  than  two  hundred

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Difeafes  of  the  Eyes :  but  in  muf- 

tering  them  as  exactly  as  I  can, 
I  am  not  able  to  make  them  come

up  to  much  above  one  hundred  ; 
and  then,  if  we  would  reduce  them 
to  their  right  number,  we  muft  ftrike 
out  a  great  many,  that  have  no

material  difference  between  them, 
and  are  wrongfully  multiplied. 

The  moft  learned  and  intelligible 
knowledge  we  have  of  them,  comes 
from  Boerhaave,  and  is  moft  par¬ 
ticularly  to  be  found  in  his  Lec¬ 
tures,  as  publilhed  by  a  contempo¬ 
rary  Student  with  me,  the  moft 
curious  and  indefatigable  Swifs  Doc¬ 
tor  and  Profeffor,  Albertus  Haller. 
Neverthelefs  I  muft  own,  I  have 
learnt  fome  things  elfewhere ;  and

I  declare  further,  that  my  dehgn, 
in  this  unufual  Catalogue,  is  not 
to  inftrud,  but  to  divert  the  learned 
Reader  ;  and  therefore  I  fhall  leave 
out  all  things  mod  commonly  known :

ther  the  whole  number  of  Difeafes. 

N.  B.  I  am  not  lingular  in  pub- 
lilhing  an  Index  to  other  people’s 
works,  lince  Dr.  Mortimer,  Se¬ 
cretary  to  the  R.  S.  publilhed  an 
Index  to  Willughby s  Hijiory  of 
Fijhes ,  in  the  year  1740.  which 
I  was  very  glad  to  purchafe.

Ambr.  Pare.  Th  is  may  be  called 
in  Latin  Injlabilitas  Cryftallini :  and  I  iufpeel 
it  may  be  taken  notice  of  by  fome  Greek 
writer.  But  I  have  neither  ./Etius,  </£gi- 
neta,  nor  Galen,  to  confult  now,  and  fhall 
therefore  only  copy  the  definition  given 
here  of  the  Difeafe.  C’eft  quand  Vhumeur 
Cryjtailine  eft  Ji  foible ,  que  par  une  grande 
lumiere  elle  eft  tournee  &  bouleverfeey  comme  ji 
elle  etoit  disk  que 'e.  Should  this  be  the  Situs 
Humoris  CryjlalUni  vitiatus?  Sennert.  whofe 
large  work  I  have  not  by  me. 

ACHLYS.  Caligo .  Dimnefs.  This  cer¬ 
tainly  is  fomething  bad  in  the  Eyes,  and  the 
right  Greek  word  given  by  all  the  Oeulifis. 

B  But 
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But  Gorraeus,  who  was  not  fuch  a  filly' 
fellow  as  the  famous  Patin  makes  him, 
gives  us  the  word  ’A^Ah,  Achlis,  which  I 
cannot  find  in  any  Lexicon,  and  which  ne- 
verthelefs  I  am  inclined  to  think  true ;  be- 
caufe  he  diftinguifhes  the  one  from  the  other, 
and  tells  us,  that  Achlis  is  the  name  of  a 
fuperficial  Ulceration  in  the  ball  of  the  Eye, 
and  that  Achlys ,  or  Dimnefs,  is  the  effedt  of 
that  caufe. 

ACROCHORDON.  This  is  a  Wart 
with  a  flender  bafe,  which  may  be  cut  off. 
There  is  Myrmecia  with  a  larger,  and  Thy- 
male ,  which  Maitre-Jan  compares  to  a  head 
of  Thyme.  None  of  thefe  are  mentioned 
by  Banifter  or  Pare.  Gorraeus  defcribes 
very  learnedly  and  exactly  the  two  firft  forts 
of  Acrochordons,  which  in  Latin  are  Ver¬ 
ruca  penjilis  and  Verruca  fejfilis :  but  I  can¬ 
not  find  the  Thy  male  there,  though  he  has 
a  long  article  for  the  little  Wart  called 
&vfjLo$9  whence  it  muff  be  derived. 

fEGILOPS.  This  is  the  Fijlula  lacry- 
malis .  The  literal  fenfe  of  the  word  is 
Caprinus  0 cuius ;  and  Celfus  tells  us,  that 
Sheep  are  never  without  this  diftemper ; 
wherefore  it  may  well  be  called  Oeil  de  Chevre 
by  the  French. 

iETHQMOMA  is  to  be  found  both  in 
Banifter  and  Pare ;  but  it  is  nothing  at  all. 
If  we  will  make  fomething  of  it,  it  muft 
be  diQofA,evcc9  JRthomena  :  and  then  we  will 

fay 
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fay  'OfJLfjLCLTct  ctiQoyJva,  Lumina  ardentia  * 
which,  from  the  different  fignifications  of 
the  verb  *700?,  may  poffibiy  fuit  two  Distem¬ 
pers ,  which  few  people  know  of  the  Eyes. 
There  is  one  of  them  called  by  thefe  authors 
Ravi  Oculi .  Lat.  The  Curft  Eye,  the  Evil 
Eye,  or  fometimes  the  Greedy- Eye;  viz. 
when  the  humors  are  all  black,  and  there¬ 
upon  the  wrhole  Eye  is  black.  Pare  calls 
this  Qeil  de  Loup ,  ou  de  mauvais  Garmon* 
This  fee  ms  to  me  the  true  Phyfical  Distem¬ 
per  of  the  Eyes  ;  which  may  be  the  ’Ocp3-<xA- 
fAQ$  TrovYipk,  The  evil  Eye,  mentioned  by  the 
EvangeliSts,  in  a  metaphorical  or  moral 
lenfe.  I  am  not  fond  of  conceits,  and 
therefore  Shall  only  fay,  that,  if  my  con¬ 
jecture  was  true,  we  Should  Still  more  admire 
the  juStnefs  of  the  expreffion.  The  next 
DiStemper,  which  more  naturally  might  be 
called  Mtbomena ,  or  Lumina  ardent ia,  is  the 
Leoninus  Oculus  Fernelii  Concil.  Medicin. 
LXXE  which  is  one  fymptom  of  a  moft 
ugly  diftemper,  called  Elephantiajis ,  or  the 
worSt  of  Leprofes.  The  fymptom  is  called 
by  Aretaeus  Cappadox,  ’'Ofl/gs 
Oculi  color  is  cenei,  five  rut  Hi,  &  fplendentes . 
De  Cauf.  &  Sign,  diuturn.  Morb.  Lib.  IL

AIGIS.  Pare  calls  this  Oeil  blanc  in 
French  ;  and  he  calls  Leucoma,  or  Albugo, 
Oeil  de  Chevre .  But  Banifter,  who  is  much 
lefs  faulty  here  than  Pare,  begins  by  faying, 
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that  Oule ,  which  is  the  Greek  word  for  a 
Scar,  mull  be  divided,  according  to  Galen, 
into  two  kinds,  wrhich  are  Aigis  and  Leucoma . 
But  the  truth  of  the  matter  is,  that  they 
really  are  two  Scars,  that  differ  in  fituation 
of  place,  and  may  be  called  Aigis ,  or  Sheep’ s 
Jkin  from  fome  refemblance  to  it.  And 
there  is  a  third  Scar,  called  by  thefe  Authors 
. Paralampjis ,  or  the  ^Shining  Scar,  of  which 
Maitre-Jan,  who  by  YaJ|:is  the  beft  French 
writer  upon  the  fubjedt,  fays  nothing  at  all  j 
poffibly  becaufe  he  never  faw  it. 

AIGLIA  &  A1GIADBS.  Here  are  two 
more  Scars,  but  they  have  the  fandtion  of 
Hippocrates  :  And  I  refer  the  learned  to 
his  Coac.  Prcenot.  Vol.  I.  p.  541.  Edit, 
Van  der  Linden,  and  to  his  PradiSt.  II. 
p.  508  and  509,  where  I  find  the  Aigiades% 
but  no  Aiglia ,  which  I  believe  fhould  be 
(Ay f vigor ,  or  fplendor  Oculorum ,  which 
I  have  not  time  to  look  for.  But  inftead  of 
it,  I  find  here  the  Paralampjis ,  which  is 
not  owned  by  Maitre-Jan. 

AMAUROSIS.  Obfufcatio .  Gutta  Se^ 

rena . 

AMBLYOPIA.  Hebetudo.  C align tio*  Dim- 
nefs,  Pblouijjement . 

ANCHYLOBLEPHARON.  Invifcatio % 
vel  Detentio  Palpebrarum .  This  cafe  is 
very  well  known.  But  my  wonder  is,  that 
Robertfon,  in  the  Supplement  to  his  Thefau - 
rus  Grceca  Linguae ,  fhould  confound  this 

with 
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with  a  word  that  has  a  quite  different  figni- 
fication,  and  tell  us,  that  it  is  to  be  found 
in  Celfus,  Lib.  VII.  c.  7.  But,  when  I 
looked  into  Celfus,  I  found  only  the  true 
word,  dyytvho€M<papov>  Who  can  trail  to 
Dictionaries  ?  The  word,  which  Robertfon. 
confounds  here,  is  Aganoblepharon,  which 
means,  having  fweet  pleafant  Eyes  :  and  it  is 
poffible,  that  thofe  patients  (whether  they 
will  or  no)  may/ took  as  if  they  fmiled. 
That  is  all  I  can  lay  for  his  excufe. 

ANCHYLOPS  is  only  the  Abfcefs,  whence 
proceeds  the  JEgylops,  or  Fijiula . 

ANOPSIA,  Wvco^ta,  if  it  is  a  Greek  word, 
may  iignify  either  not  feemg  at  all ,  or  looking 
upwards  :  But  the  definition,  which  Pare 
gives  of  the  cafe,  is  Rich,  that  I  cannot  well 
underftand  it  :  here  it  is  in  his  own  words. 
S>jiand  on  ne  pent  difcerner  les  objets,  sils  ne 
font  un  pen  eleves .  I  fhall  leave  it  to  further 
inquiry.  5 A vo-\la,  Qpfonii  Penuria ,  is  a  worfe 
cafe  :  but  if  it  could  be  derived  from  'Aw fooo% 
to  lift  up,  it  would  do. 

ANTHPvACOSIS.  Oeil  roti.  The  Car¬ 
buncle  of  the  Eye.  The  hot  burning  Eye, 
APORRPIEXIS.  Abruptio  Nervi  opticL 
ARGEMA,  vel  Argemon .  XJlcufculum 
rotundum ,  quod  in  Iridis  circulo  nafcitur » 
ARGYRIAS.  Albedo  in  Cryfallo'ide .  X 
cannot  find  any  fuch  Greek  word.  Should 
it  come  from  ’A pyvpeos  ?  Woolhoufe  tells 
ps  fomewhere*  that  this  phenomenon  had 

mo  ft 
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mod  convinced  him  of  the  neceflity  of  the 
Cryftalline  for  Vifion.  What  a  wonderful 
difcovery  !  efpecially  confidering,  that  we 
may  fee,  by  the  help  of  Glaffes,  without  it. 

ATHEROMA.  Let  me  join  to  this, 
Meliceris ,  &  Steatoma ;  capfular  Tumors, 
which  differ  from  one  <  another  in  nothing 
but  confidence.  But  why  fhould  they  be 
reckoned  as  peculiar  to  the  Eye-lids,  fince 
they  may  happen  in  mod;  other  parts  of  the 
body,  though  mod  common  on  the  head, 
neck,  and  face,  and  are  all,  under  fome 
circumftances,  to  be  cured  by  Extirpation  ? 
This  tumor  is  compared  to  Pap. 

ATONIATONBLEPHARON.  Here 
are  three  Greek  words  in  one  ;  no  wonder 
it  is  a  long  one.  Imbecillitas  Palpebrarum . 
This  either  comes  by  fome  accident,  or  the 
Palfy ;  and  which  way  foever  it  happens,  it 
is  incurable.  But  Allen,  in  his  Synopfis, 
tells  us  a  mod:  extraordinary  thing  on  this 
occafion;  that  a  daughter,  who  lived  with 
her  mother  afflidted  by  this  infirmity,  was 
brought  to  bed  of  a  fon,  who  was  in  the 
fame  cafe  when  born.  I  mention  this  only 
to  confirm  what  I  have  advanced  formerly 
in  my  €*  Doctor  Blondel  confuted whether 
it  be  believed  or  not. 

ATROPHIA.  Imminutio,  five  Extenuatio 
Oculiy  Tabes  Oculi .  Dodtor  Allen  doubts  of 
the  cafe,  and  is  not  willing  to  believe  Celfus 
upon  it.  I  leave  it  to  ftand  upon  its  own 

bottom* 
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bottom.  As  for  the  Micropthalmos,  or  Little 
Eye,  which  they  tack  to  it,  I  find,  it  ferves 
only  to  teach  us,  that  Pink-Eye,  or  Pig-Eye , 
are  the  Englifh  names. 

BOTHRION.  Fojfula.  Utcufculum  pro- 
fundum  in  Corned . 

BUPHTHALMIA  is  no  difeafe,  but  a 
natural  conformation,  called  Ox-Eye,  and 
Goggle  Eye . 

BURSA  OCULI.  The  Pouch  of  the 
Eye.  This  diftemper  I  have  not  met  with 
elfewhere  than  in  the  Philofoph.  Tranfad. 
where  Dr.  Pawberry  Turberville  defcribes 
it  in  the  following  words  :  Burfa  bcec  pendei 
plana  fuper  Corneam,  fub  palpebrd  fuperiorL 
As  opportunity  offers,  we  fhall  examine 
whether  it  does  not  come  under  fome  other 
known  name.  Queer.  Pladarbtes  F 

CARCINOMA.  Cancer  Gornece* 

CATARRHACTES  proprie  ejl  veffiis,  vel 
etia7n  locus  abruptus  &  pr creeps  in  jlmnine  ; 
fed  metaphorice  dicitur  Ocali  morbus ,  cum  Tu¬ 
nica  ocularis ,  pellicea ,  fuborta  ccecitatem  adjert. 
Hanc  autem ,  de  qua  tantce  fuerunt  lites ,  Lit- 
trius  Academicis  P arijienfibus  ojlendit ,  anno 
1707.  According  to  this  notion  of  the  Ca- 
tarrad:,  we  may  fay,  that  it  is  the  moft 
known  of  diftempers,  but  the  moft  feldom 
feen. 

CATOPSIS.  Vid.  Myopia. 

CHALAZION.  Gran  do  Palpebrarum . 

There  is  fo  little  difference  between  this  and 

the 
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the  Hordeolum ,  or  Crithe ,  commonly  called 
in  Engliih  a  Sty  an,  that  it  is*  fcarce  worth 
feparating  them  here. 

CHEMOSIS.  Hiatus.  Inverjio.  Dicitur 
Cum  album  oculi  fupr  a  nigrum  intumefcit . 

CIRSOS.  Varix,  Varices . 

COILOMA,  or  Cceloma ,  Cavitas,  is  a 
fmall  ulcer,  which  differs  from  the  Bothrion , 
chiefly  by  being  larger. 

COLOBOMA.  Mutilatio.  Cur  turn  apud 
Celfum .  This  is  the  confumption  of  a  very 
fmall  part  of  the  Eye-lids ;  but  is  much 
more  the  conlequence  of  fome  other  bad 
accidents,  than  a  diflincd  thing ;  and  is,  in 
the  opinion  of  Maitre-Jan,  incurable. 

DISTICHIASIS.  This  is  the  Greek 
name  for  a  double  row  of  Eye-laihes,  which 
is  a  troublefome  thing. 

ECPIESMOS,  Exprefjio ,  a  calling  forth 
of  the  Eye ;  which  never  happens,  as  I  can 
find,  but  by  fome  blow. 

ELCOSIS,  fcrib.  Helcojis. 

EMPHYSEMA.  Inflatio  Palpebrarum . 
Pare  talks  of  the  Empbyfema  cnefmodes ,  or 
Inflatio  pruriginofa ,  which  is  moll  incident 
to  old  people.  It  is  worth  while  comparing 
the  description,  which  Allen  in  his  Synopfis 
gives  of  this  diforder,  with  that  of  Gorrseus. 
Allen  fays,  it  happens  citra  coloris  mutatio - 
nem ;  but  Gorneus  fays,  it  is  not  only  deco¬ 
loration,  but  alfo  mult um  pruriginofus  :  and, 
what  is  moll  comical,  he  acquaints  us,  that 

iEtius 
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iEtius  had  it  fo  from  Demoflhenes*  It  wil^ 
be  a  long  while  before  1  fhall  be  able  to 
fettle  thefe  differences.

E  N  C  AN  THIS.  Tumor  came  us  in  cant  his*

eminentice .  Banifter  adds  to  thefe  the  name 
Ficus,  which  I  believe  to  be  wrong.  Pie 
calls  it  well  a  puffing  up  of  the  membranes . 
Pare  feems  to  make  it  the  fame  with  Tylofis. 

EPI-CAUMA.  Ulcus J up erficiarium,  circa 
nigram  Oculi  partem. 

BPINYCTIS.  Pujlula,  five  Ulcus,  nodlu 
maxhne  crucians.  Vid.  C elfins. 

EPIPHORA.  Delacrymatio,  Fluxio  hu¬ 
mor  is.  Vid.  Rheujna. 

ETEROGLAUCIS.  Vid.  Heterogl. 

Give  me  leave  to  place  here  a  diftemper, 
that  was  not  known  to  any  of  the  Ancients, 
and  that  is  defcribed  but  by  one  of  the  Mo¬ 
derns,  who  is  Maitre-Jan.  Pie  calls  it 
EXTENSION  non  naturelle  du  Corps  vitre. 
He  tells  us,  that  the  moderns  confound  it 
with  the  Gutta  Serena  ;  but  that  it  is  plainly, 
though  not  fufficiently,  defcribed  by  Sen- 
nertus.  He  fays,  that  it  is  mod;  incident  to 
men  or  women  of  an  atrabilarious  melan¬ 
choly  conftitution  ;  and  ftill  more  to  women 

C  with 
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with  child,  or  to  fuch  girls  as  are  not  regu¬ 
lar  in  their  courfes.  He  owns,  that  fome  of 
thefe  patients  have  recovered  their  fight 
without  medicines,  and  that  others  cannot 
be  cured.  I  muft  refer  you  for  the  reft  to 
his  moft  accurate  defcription  of  fhe  difeafe. 

EXOPHTHALMIA  is  miftaken  for  the 
Bupbtbalmia ,  but  is  indeed  a  great  difeafe. 

GANGRENA.  This  is  incident  to  the 
Eyes,  but  does  not  affedt  therefore  the  reft 
of  the  body  ;  and,  upon  that  account  only, 
may  be  confidered  as  peculiar  to  the  Eyes. 

GLALTCOMA.  Glance  do,  Ccefii  Oculi , 
Viriditas  Oculi .  It  may  be  curious  to  ob- 
ferve,  that  Pliny  does  not  make  ufe  of  the 
Latin  name  Glaucedo ,  but  always  the  other 
Greek  name.  It  is  certainly  a  diftemper  of 
the  Cryftalline,  and  the  modern  Catarradl . 

HE  LOS.  Clavus,  Uvea  procidentia  cla- 
vum  reprafentans .  This  is  the  firft  of  four 
names,  that  are  given  to  four  different  ap¬ 
pearances  of  the  falling  out  of  the  Uvea , 
which  the  Grecians  call  Proptojis ,  and  which 
is  called  Hernia  Oculi  by  fome  Moderns. 
This  rupture  looks  like  the  head  of  a  nail. 
The  others  are  Melon ,  Staphyloma ,  Myoce- 
phalon .  I  ftiail  defcribe  them  in  their  alpha¬ 
betical  order,  and  then  refer  to  this  place. 

HEMERALOPI A .  Nodi  urn  a  vijio .  Cat’s 
Eyes,  Oeilde  Chat . 

HETBROGLAUCIS  is  no  more  than  the 
Greek  term  for  the  Glaucoma  of  one  Eye, 
and  makes  no  new  diftemper. 
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HIPPOS.  NiStatio,  pcetus  Oculus.  The 
Winking  or  Twinkling  of  the  Eye,  the  Sha¬ 
king  Eye,  and  the  Horfe-Eye.  The  French 
call  it  Clignement  d'Oeil >  Oeil  d' Hypocrite. 
It  is  the  Greek  word  for  a  Horfe  :  and  I 
flhall  be  much  obliged  to  any  of  the  learned, 
who  could  tell  me,  what  has  forced  the 
Septuagint,  Gen.  xiv.  21.  to  make  ufe  of 
this  word  in  a  fenfe  that  is  not  to  be  met 
with  in  any  Greek  author.  It  may  be  pro¬ 
per  to  obferve,  that  there  happens  an  oppo- 
lite  diforder  in  the  Eyes,  which  we  learn 
only  from  Hippocrates,  who  calls  it 
OfJLfJLCLlMV)  &  ofjifxct  TTzirwyot)  Immobihtas  Ocu - 
lor  urn,  Qculi  fixi .  Vid.  Coac.  Pranot .  But 
this  Fixt  Eye,  and  the  Shaking  Eye,  are 
both  with  him  among  the  worft  of  fymp- 
toms  in  acute  difeafes. 

HYDATIS.  Aquula ,  Aquoftas  Palpe¬ 
brarum .  You  have  feen  above  three  forts  of 
Warts  under  the  title  of  Aero chor don,  as  we 
are  taught  by  Maitre-Jan.  But  now  we  are 
to  confider  of  four  other  forts  of  Tumors, 
under  the  fame  title,  from  Allen's  Synopiis  : 
they  are  thefe ;  Hydatis,  Crithe  feu  Hordeo¬ 
lum,  Chalazion  feu  Grando ,  Lithiafs  feu  To¬ 
phus.  Allen  fays,  that  the  Hydatis  is  a  fat 
fubftance,  that  is  moft  incident  to  children. 
He  fpeaks  as  from  his  own  knowledge, 
without  quoting  any  author.  But  Maitre- 
Jan  tells  us  howr  it  is  deferibed  by  Paul  fEgi- 
neta>  Celfus,  and  ALtius  and  then  fays,  that 

*C  z  the 
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the  more  modern  writers  make  a  jumble  of 
their  different  defcriptions,  which  cannot  be 
underfcood.  As  for  himfelf,  he  declares, 
that  he  never  faw  that  fort  of  tumor ;  but 
he  agrees,  that,  if  Paul  has  defcribed  it 
right,  it  may  be  beft  cured  by  his  manner 
of  operation.  That  is  honeft  and  ingenuous. 

HYDRACION  may  be  what  it  will  :  I 
find  it  in  no  Greek  Didionary,  nor  can  I 
recoiled  where  I  have  feen  it. 

HYGROPHTHALMIA.  This  may  be 
called  a  Dropfy  of  the  Eye  :  it  feems  to  be 
given  as  the  caufe  of  the  Hypopyon  in  Boer- 
haave’s  Preelettiones .  According  to  his  doc¬ 
trine  there  are  two  forts  of  Exophthalmias , 
one  with  water,  and  the  other  without :  and 
both  thefe  tumors  are  comprehended  under 
the  more  general  name  of  Elephantiajisy 
which  to' me  is  quite  new  for  the  Eyes.  The 
reafon  he  gives  for  it  is -in  the  title  of  the 
Chapter,  viz.  De  tumor e  Oculi  morbofoy  & 
prce  magnit udine  Elephant iajis  ditto ,  p.  164. 
I  leave  the  learned  reader  to  examine  the 
matter  further,  and  to  pronounce  as  he 
pleafes. 

.  HYMENnN  EPANASTASXS.  Mem- 
hranarum  eminentice ,  &  extuber anti^y  Rebel- 
Hones.  This  we  take  upon  the  credit  of 
Banifter  and  Pare ;  and,  X  believe,  they 
have  it  from  the  Greek  authors.

MYOPIA.  *  Lufciojitas.  Propinqua  Vijio . 

Pur- 
blindnefs.  It  is  worth  noting  here,  that 
Catopfis ,  which  is  to  be  found  in  no  Di&io- 
naries,  is  given  for  another  name  of  the 
Myopia :  but  I  find  y.oLTow'uct  d  x,ctT07rlo-jjt,oL.i9 
&  'ncL'Toirlzvody  which  indeed  may  fignify  to 
look  downwards ,  as  fhort-fighted  people  do.

and  you  will  find  in  the  Dictionaries,  that 
v7repo7rlofjLcLi ,  whence  that  word  comes,  figni- 
fies,  only  in  a  moral  fenfe,  the  fame  thing 
with  7cccTQ7rlo/utca,  defpicio ,  to  aefpife  ;  while 
here  we  want  it  as  a  contrary  wTord,  to 
fignify  looking  upwards.

Hemeralopia  and  NyBalopia ,  being  oppofites, 
fhould  ftand  together.  Hemeralopia  is  when 
one  feeth  better  in  the  Night  than  in  the 
Day  :  and  therefore  it  is  called  NoBurna 
Vifio ,  Cat’s  Eyes,  Oeil  de  Chat.  Some  call 
it  Tenebrofa  Afi'eBio.  NyBalopia  is,  on  the 
contrary,  when  one  feeth  nothing  in  the 
Night-time;  NoBurna ,  aut  vefpertina  Cceci- 
tas.  Some  call  this  Acies  fo  laris ,  or  Solana 
Vifio .  And  here  I  muft  do  juftice  to  Maitre- 
Jan,  from  whom  I  learn  that  our  Oculifts, 
whoever  they  are,  have  been  pleafed  to  call 
Hemeralopia  the  defedt  which  Hippocrates 
calls  NyBalopia ,  Pradidh  Lib.  II.  Thus 
have  they  inverted  the  fignification  of  names! 
Comical.  It  is  worth  obferving,  that  Lufcus 
and  Lufcitio  are  Latin  names  for  Strabifmus , 
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Nyffalopia,  and  Myopia :  but  it  fhould  be  re¬ 
membered,  that  Nydlalopia  and  Hemeralopia 
are  real  contrary  difeafes,  that  Maitre-Jan, 
in  my  opinion,  gives  the  beft  account  of. 
As  for  Myopia ,  it  is  no  diftemper,  but  a  na¬ 
tive  conformation  of  tjhe  Eye.  Laftly,  I 
believe  there  is  fome  blunder  and  miftake 
with  regard  to  feeing  better  in  the  night

In  the  opinion  of  Pitcairn,  Plempius  is 
the  beft  writer  on  the  Diftempers  of  the 
Eyes;  but,  in  Turner’s  opinion,  Banifter  is 
not  only  the  beft  among  the  Englifh,  but 
the  beft  alfo  among  the  writers  of  all  nations 
whatfoever  on  that  fubjedt.  To  this  I  fhall 
only  anfwer,  that  he  copies  all  along  Am- 
brofe  Pare,  whom  he  names  once  or  twice  : 
and  for  that  reafon  have  I  compared  them, 
together  to  make  this  Index. 

What  fhould  I  not  fay,  if  I  could  ftretch 
out  my  Critical  Inquiries  to  the  Practical 
part  ?  But  indeed  I  am  too  old  to  trouble 
myfelf  much  about  that  moft  perplexed  point. 
What  little  I  will  fay,  fhall  be  comprehended 
under  a  few  general  Maxims,  or  Obferva- 
tions,  by  way  of  Conclulion,  or,  if  you  will 
allow  me  the  term.

This  and  the  preceding  are  from  the  Scho/a 
Salernitana .  What  reafon  they  had  to  ftngle 
out  thefe  plants,  I  know  not.  I  know  only, 
that  they  are  all  now  laid  afide  with  us,  ex¬ 
cept  the  Rofe-water ;  and  I  queftion,  whe¬ 
ther  that  has  any  thing  to  recommend  itfelf 
for  the  purpofe,  belides  pleafantnefs  and 
purity. 

There  is  one  other  plant,  that  the  Greek 
writers,  from  whom  we  have  the  names  of 
almoft  all  in  ufe,  make  no  mention  of,  and 
which  I  would  prefer  to  all  the  reft,  if  I 
could  believe,  or  reconcile,  the  wonderful 
encomiums  that  are  given  of  it  by  fome  mo¬ 
derns.  The  plant  is  Eyebright.  The 
name  tells  you  what  it  does.  Nothing  cer¬ 
tainly  more  worth  our  examination.  Arnold 
feems  to  me  the  firft  author  of  all  the  praifes 
that  have  been  bellowed  on  Eyebright .  He* 
tells  you,  it  does  wonders  any  way  you  take 
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it ;  in  food,  or  phylick,  in  powder,  or  in 
infufion  j  elpecially  if  you  take  it  a  long 
while  :  that  it  reftores  light  to  old  and 
young,  particularly  if  they  are  phlegmatick 
and  fat ;  becaufe  it  is  a  drier .  But  his 
highefl:  commendations  are  for  the  Wine 
made  of  it,  by  putting  the  herb  to  ferment 
with  the  Mull.  I  beg  the  learned  to  read 
his  words  at  length  in  Cafpar  Bauhine’s 
edition  of  Matthiolus  upon  Diofc.  And 
then  I  would  have  them  compare  what  Ray 
fays  in  his  Catalogues  of  Plants,  with  what 
Tournefort  relates  in  his  Hift.  of  Plants 
about  Paris.

What  a  pity  is  it,  that  we  cannot  get 
fome  of  this  Wine  !  But  we  may  comfort 
ourfelves.  We  have  heard  the  commenda¬ 
tions  ;  let  us  conlider  the  oppolitions  and 
gainfayings. 

I  learn  from  Boerhaave’s  Lectures,  that 
Lobelius  is  the  only  one,  who  declares  that 
the  Infulion  of  Eyebright  in  water  is  much 
to  be  preferred  to  the  Wine.  But  I  learn 
from  Tournefort,  that  both  Pena  and  Lobel 
prefer  the  ufe  of  the  powder :  and  they 
affirm,  that  a  Swifs  friend  of  theirs,  who 
had  but  a  flight  Rheum  in  his  Eyes,  was 
near  growing  blind  for  having  ufed  the 
Eyebright-Wine  during  three  months.  Her- 
bor .  III. 

It  is  amazing,  how  people  talk  of  what 
they  do  not  know  !

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The  honeft  Tournefort  fays,  the  Eye- 
bright  is  of  a  very  bitter  tafte.  I  cannot 
believe  he  has  tailed  it ;  but  I  have  :  and 
I  can  aflfure  the  reader,  that  the  Infuiion  in 
water  is  rather  iniipid,  and  has  nothing 
difagreeable  to  the  tafte. 

The  Exprefted  Juice  of  the  herb,  and  the 
Diftilled  Water,  are  commended  among 
other  ways  of  taking  it.  As  for  the  Exprefted 
Juice,  I  believe,  that  no  prefs  in  London 
could  fqueeze  one  drop  out  of  a  cart-load 
of  Eyebright  :  and  with  regard  to  the 
Diftilled  Water,  I  queftion  whether  it  would 
be  more  worth  the  trouble  of  making,  than 
that  of  Plantain,  which  the  College  has 
rejedted  long  ago. 

There  remains  one  other  way  of  taking, 
or  rather  of  applying,  Eyebright ;  which 
I  have  not  read  in  books,  but  which  I  learnt 
from  the  perfon  who  ufed  it  and  poftibly 
the  cafe,  to  which  it  was  applied,  was  no 
lefs  extraordinary  than  the  cure  was  fur- 
prifing.  *A  Gentleman,  who  was  grown 
almoft  blind  by  crying  for  the  lofs  of  his 
wife,  took  to  fmoaking  of  Eyebright,  in- 
Head  of  Tobacco  :  in  fix  weeks  time,  or 
more,  he  recovered  his  fight  fo  well,  that 
he  could  read  at  candle-light  without  fpec- 
tacles.  Arnold  obferved,  that  Eyebright 
is  a  driers  and  I  think,  that  the  fuccefs, 
which  attended  this  ufe  of  it,  may  be  con- 

fidered

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fidered  as  the  natural  effedt  of  that  quality* 
I  cannot  infift  more  on  one  fingle  experiment*

matters.

ALLEN,  in  his  Synopfis,  tells  us,  that 
Banifter  reckons  eight  or  ten  dif- 
terent  fpecies  of  Ulcers  in  the  Eyes,  from 
the  Ancients  ;  and  then  adds  thefe  words, 
Sed  diftinBio  hcec  nimis  fubtilis  videtur .  But 
I  am  of  opinion,  that  the  diftindtion  is 
neither  taken  from  the  Ancients  by  Ba¬ 
nifter,  nor  too  fubtil  as  Allen  thinks. 

It  is  not  ufelefs  to  take  notice  of  the 
different  appearances  of  Scars  in  the  Eyes; 
but  I  queftion,  whether  it  is  right  to  make 
fo  many  diftempers  of  a  thing,  which  in. 
all  other  parts  is  no  more  than  the  con- 
clufion  or  end  of  fome  hurt. 

The  three  Warts,  and  the  three  cap- 
fular  Tumors,  pag.  2.  and  6.  are  very  pro¬ 
per  diftincffions,  but  need  not  to  be  con- 
fidered  as  fo  many  different  diftempers. 

Our  authors  do  not  tell  us,  what  is  the 
caufe  of  the  ravi  Oculiy  the  Curft  Eye, 
when  the  humors  are  all  black.  Maitre- 
Jan  has  not  a  word  about  this  diftemper* 
I  fhould  be  glad  to  learn  of  any  body, 
whether  this  diforder  is  really  to  be 
diftinguilhed  from  the  Synchyjis ,  which  is

a  confufion  of  the  humors,  and  is  caufed 
by  fome  accident,  or  blow,  that  makes 
the  Pupil  to  appear  of  different  colours. 

N.  B.  I  have  blundered  fadly  at  the  word 
JEgilops.  Hedericus  fays  in  his  Lexicon, 
that  it  is  vitium  oculi  capris  familiar e :  but 
I  cannot  find  any  fuch  thing  in  Celfus. 
And  Pare  calls  the  Leucoma,  or  Albugo, 
Oeil  de  Chevre .  Which  is  the  caufe  of 
my  Blunder.
